In the reorganization, of the board,

The report to the stockholders 


gave total shipments east at 301 
cars, of which 165 cart were navels 
and 136 valencias. Total returns 
were $242,114, with $151,239 for na- 
vels and $90,874 on valencias. The 
navels averaged the growers $1.86 
per pawked box, or $1.15 per field 
box. The size runs were 1.3 per cent 
large, 64.4 regulars, and 34.3 per cent 
small. The valencias averaged $1.45 
per packed box;; or 82 cents per field 
box/ and' in sizes Were'16.5 per cent 
regular, and 83.5 per cent 252 'a and 
smaller, with two boxes of large. 


By action of the board the navels 


will be marketed in one pool this 
season, officials believing that the 
light crop will be handled to better 
advantage for all the growers in 
that way.

Charter Oak Citrus association 


leld its annual .meeting Friday of 
ast week, with election of officers, 
^ o d speakers, and a fine dinner 
served at noon by the women of the 
San Dimas Methodist church and the 
Iharter Oak Thimble club, the for- 
mer group preparing the food and 
the Thimble club serving. 


The annual statement of the sec- 


retary to the stockholders showed to- 
tal returns of $304,832, averaging 
the growers $0.863 per field box. Of 
this amount, $198,027.66 was for the 
navel crop and $106,804.34 for val- 
cncias. 


The low rate per box was due to 


the prevalent small-sized fruit, and 
in comparison to last year, with the 
highest average since 1920, showed 
a decided drop. 
' 


The secretary stated that the total 


returns to the growers for the past 
,wenty years have been $7,516,225, or 
an average of $375.812 per year. 


An important change was made in 


the picking of ..the navels for the 
new season. Due to the lightness of 
the crop, the fruit will be marketed 
in one pool, instead of two pools, as 
heretofore.

Flood Control 


Advocating that a strip of con- 


crete traveling surface forty feet in 
width be the nature of the improve- 
ment proposed for Covina boule- 
vard, E. A. Burt, construction en- 
gineer for the county road depart- 
ment, appeared before the Covina 
chamber of commerce at the request 
of the chamber's road committee 
Tuesday noon in Longwort'h's cafe, 
and told of the preliminary work 
that has been done by his depart- 
ment on this project. 


It is proposed at the present time 


to confine the improvement to this 
forty feet of concrete, and not to 
attempt to improve the gutters. It 
is also advocated that the improve- 
ment district extend from the west 
city limits of Covina city to the 
Southern Pacific tracks at Baldwin 
Park.'Any plan to form another dis- 
trict from the east city limits to 
Grand avenue will be held in abey- 
ance for the present, it was said. 


Acting upon this plan of improve- 


ment, petitions will be circulated in 
the proposed district immediately, 
and with the proper number of signa- 


' tures, the road will be improved 


during the coming spring months. 
The county, it was declared, will 
bear a proportionate share of the 
costs.

Unanimous in their support of an intelligent program of 


flood control and conservation, the California Taxpayers' 
association held a meeting of directors last week, and went 
into the situation with the serious idea of working with all 
county andjstate authorities to bring about an eventual solu- 
tion of this difficult problem. 


That it presents very difficult problems is revealed by the 


events of the past five years in Los Angeles county alone, but 
it is a state-wide problem, made difficult by our semi-arid 
climate and our sharp falls from the mountains to the ocean. 
The California organization of taxpayers contains big men, 
who are sincere, with many conflicting ideas concerning the 
major questions confronting the progress of the state, but 
possessing a quality of cohesion and cooperation that indi- 
cates power, and the possibility of real directive energy. They 
have been criticized, of course, but men who handle very 
large businesses and occupy big positions in commercial and 
financial life do not make mistakes if they can avoid it. They 
stand for the best interests of the state, because that policy 
is the best policy, for everyone, including themselves. 


The editor of this newspaper was present and listened to 


• the discussions at this meeting, and made some suggestions, 
as coming from the angle of the country districts so vitally 
affected by floods and by the lack of conserved water supply, 
The hope of real progress thru such organizations is found, 
we believe, in the fact that the directorate is comprised of 
men from all parts of the county, and of all counties in the 
state, including a good representation from the small towns 
in the agricultural and fruit-raising districts. 


The California Taxpayers' association is fully agreed that 


unless we get busy with a real and intelligent flood control 
and conservations program, this southern^ California area is 
to be seriously checked in its progress. Tne"San^Gabriel 
river is only one project demanding attention in the state, 
but it is almost the most difficult project. 


Men of big calibre can find a solution. The spreading 


system on the cones is a very intriguing and interesting ques- 
tion, and may be the solution. Whatever proves to be the 
best method, a program must be formulated, and whatever is 
feasible from the engineering standpoint, from the stand- 
point of finances, and the general good, must be pushed 
rapidly. American initiative has conquered many problems 
just as difficult at the outset as that of controlling floods in 
a semi-arid coastal plain. It can be done.

Mistake on Ocean 


Charts to Be Checked 


Washington.—Having found the 


depth of waters of the Caribbean 
sea off the Canal Zone grossly mis- 
represented on existing nautical 
charts, thus causing a hazard to 
ships, the Navy depa-tmenf has di- 
rected the cruiser Niagara to take 
extensive soundings between Cor- 
into, Nicaragua, and Balboa, G. Z., 
to furnish data for a revised chart. 


Evidence that the sea in that vi- 


cinity was falsely represented on 
the charts now used was discov- 
ered by the U. S. S. Cleveland oil 
a recent voyage from Corlnto to 
Balboa. 
During this trip frequent 


soundings were taken and it was 
found that at one point where a 
depth of 268 fathoms was indicated 
on the charts the water was actu- 
ally only eight and one-half fath- 
oms deep. 


Small scale charts correcting the 


larger sea maps for the area"* cov- 
ered by the Cleveland were Issued 
to mariners Immediately by the hy- 
drographlc office of the navy. 


More extensive soundings are to 


be taken by the Niagara. 
They 


may result in drastic revision of 
the entire ocean chart for the Gulf 
of Panama, through which many 
American ships of war pass on va- 
rious maneuvers around the Canal 
Zone.

Declared Increasing 


"The practice of using the mails 


for the purpose of sending unsolicit- 
ed articles thru the mails is increas- 
ing to an extent which demands leg- 
islation pronibiting the same. 


Under this practice articles and 


merchandise are sent to addresses 
unsolicited, and in the absence of 
any order therefor, for the purpose 
of sale and with the request to trans- 
mit a price therefor. This places up- 
on the addressee a burden of the 
receipt and attention on his part, 
and the necessity of returning the 
article or remitting for it, neither of 
which he is under obligation to do, 


or of ignoring the matter altogether. 
Following this he is subject to re- 
ceipt of follow-up letters from tho 
sender, all of which are annoying 
and some of which are abusive and 
threatening." 


'' The postal service is a public 


service for the legitimate use of the 
people. It should not be made the 
instrument of a practice which works 
an uninvited hardship or inconven- 
ience to recipients of mail matter, 
subjecting them to annoyance and 
abuse."

How to Mail 


YourChristmas 


Remembrances 


Christmas greeting cards for dis- 


tribution in Covina and Covina rural 
routes may be brot to the postoffice 
at anytime Before December'20, tied 
in packages arid, marked '' cards for 
Covink," according to a statement 
this T?eek by Postmaster Nye. They 
will be delivered between the 20th 
and 25th. Do not tie up letter mail 
"with the cards. Postage on cards 
outside of envelopes and approxi- 
mately the size of postal cards is 
once cent; cards all in print enclos- 
ed in unsealed envelopes is one and 
one-half cents; if sealed, two cents. 


Christmas seals should not be 


placed on the address side of envel- 
opes or parcels. Parcels should not 
lave seals over the strings or folds 
of the wrapping. Address parcels on 
one side only and put return address 
in upper, left corner. All mail should 
have a return address in upper left 
corner. 


For a small extra fee, in addition 


to postage, parcels may receive the 
same kind of expeditious handling 
accorded first-class mail, but does not 
include special delivery. Special de- 
livery service may- be added to 
special handling for an additional 
fee. 


Fragile articles must be securely 


wrapped. Use liberal quantities of 
excelsior or like material and en- 
close them in strong boxes. Clerks 
are required to find out how break- 
able articles are packed before in- 
suring, and are authorized to reject* 
parcels not properly wrapped. 


During the holiday season the 


volume of mail increases about 200 
per cent. It is not possible to handle 
this great mass of matter within a 
few days? and patrons are asked to 
get-parcels i nthe mails at least 10 
days before Christmas.

Issues Mountain 


Fire Warning 


Importance 6f keeping the water 


sheds of California free from fire is 
emphasized in a recent report from 
the California district of the United 
States forest service, which states 
that 122 cities of the state, with a 
total population of 3,000,000 persons, 
draw their domestic and municipal 
water supplies from the federal for 
ests. 


With the exceptional dryness that 


has prevailed, it is especially impor- 
tant that intensive fire prevention 
methods be carried out until the win- 
ter rains come. Not only has it been 
especially dry in southern California 
cities, but the mountain districts so 
far have had no snow. Last year at 
this time 33 inches of the "beauti- 
ful" had been recorded in the Giant 
Forest, while this year there ,has 
been no precipitation.' 


The stop forest fires committee, 


the Automobile Club of Southern 
California, and similar organizations

Paris.—Days when hot, hasty 


words led to flashing rapiers or 
gleaming pistols on the dueling 
grounds are not yet over for the 
gentlemen of Paris. 


During a recent month seven af; 


fairs of honor were settled on the 
sward under the gray light of dawn 
at various secluded spots within the 
neighborhood of the capital, accord- 
ing to Jean Joseph-Uenaud, well 
known French fencer. 


The favorite dueling ground for 


the polished blades of French soci- 
ety is'the historic Pars des Princes. 
There as the cold daylight creeps 
up from the east shadowy figures 
may be seen moving among the 
trees towards the chosen spot— 
duelists, seconds, doctors and anx- 
ious friends. A few minutes later 
the pair face one another, coats off, 
shirts open, sleeves rolled, rapiers 
or pistols poised. 
Four or five duels are fought 


every month on the average, many 
of them in private grounds where 
there is not the remotest fear of 
the police interfering, since dueling 
is officially forbidden. 
Sometimes 


a few scattered members of the 
public succeed in being present, but 
that is more often when the quar- 
rel is a public one, perhaps the out- 
come of a clash of words In the 
readers' columns of a newspaper. 


Most common cause of present- 


day duels, as in the heyday of gal- 
lantry when d'Artagnans and Pim- 
pernels stalked abroad ready to 
defend a lady's name at the slight- 
est whisper, is "'the fair name of 
a woman." 
In polite society, a 


word spoken out of place, a meaning 
smile, a nudge when some fair cour- 
tesan 
enters aiuidst the crowd 


in a fashionable salon is enough to 
arouse the wrath of a lover. 


If all the quarrels which begin 


this way were allowed to take their 
course, the secluded parks around 
Paris would probably be Uttered 
with corpses daily. Happily friends 
often succeed in Intervening to ap- 
pease wounded honors and preserve 
boiling blood from being spilled In 
atonement.

Koenigsberg, Germany. — Bobbed 


hair was the fashion 1,000 years 
ago, and the Vikings had already 
invented a "zipper." 
These inter- 


esting facts, together with many 
others of perhaps less interest, but 
of greater 
scientific importance, 


have been established through the 
discovery near Tilsit, East Prussia, 
of a great Viking burial place, dat- 
ing from the Ninth, Tenth and Elev- 
enth centuries. 
Thus far eighty 


graves have been opened, but those 
are but a small part of the total. 
The finds are unusually rich. Each 
man's grave contains three or four 
Iron swords, as many as a dozen 
lanceheads, 
knives, bronze belt- 


buckles, stirrups and snaffles. 
The 


women's graves contain bronze 
bracelets, rings, necklaces, cleverly 
worked brooches and headbands. It 
was in one of these graves that the 
young woman with bobbed hair was 
found, also "zippers," which were 
used to secure garments. The finds 
will be placed in the Prussian mu- 
seum in Koenigsberg.
